They 
abound, they HH the nests that arc built 
for them, martins eall through the air, 
woodpeckers climb the limbs of trees and 
keep tapping on the bark, robins and ori­ 
oles and bluejays flit through the leaves, 
their chirps and squeaks resound on every 
side, and yet I can show you every variety 
of noxious bug and harmful insect that ex* 
ists. These the birds never touch, bot 
not a cherty do they leave on my young 
trees, hardly a strawberry or raspberry 
that they do not destroy or delace. Better 
a voiceless woods than one filled with the 
discordant notes of such a useless crew. 
Lay aside I m iy and tradition and answer 
it I ani Lot rt^fil. The sp ai row may eat 
grain—he bas not done so yet—but the 
sparrowhawks animi that he will one of 
these days. Let him. So do the black­ 
birds and roedbirds and those sweet crea­ 
tures—the crows—that the admirers of our 
native species arc continually calling upon 
us to love and spare, and so, doubtless, do 
almost ail our birds. Aud what la the 
value of a low kernels of wheat or corn In 
comparison with lovely, luscious oxhearts, 
or rosy, enticing Autwcrps, or the big, 
juicy jacuudas ortriumpU-de-gands ? 
Let 
the sparrow come, aud it he will only eat 
the worm-, clear our orchards and save our 
plums, he is welcome to fill his little crop 
with all the grain he can stow away. I 
will raise an acre of wheat solely for the 
sparrows that will drive out and keep out 
the worms from my orchard.

All 
these stories have been circulated through 
the city, and to get the bottom tacts of the 
affair the Ledger correspondent, together 
with a companion, paid a vifcitjto the bou.e 
to-day shortly atter dinner.

man loun J the lady of the house and her 
family busy at work making apple-butUr, 
and atter introducing bunsen to Mrs. Metz- 
ler, began a convection regarding the 
strange ireaks of the stones. At the lime 
both windows and doors were closed, and 
the reporter asci his companion were sit­ 
ting in chairs near the door, where an ex­ 
cellent view of the room could be obtained. 
Mrs. Mender, with tears in ber eyes, de­ 
clared it was not ghosts or anything cl the 
kind and 6aid it mu»t be a curse on the 
lamily. As she spoke (she was standing in 
the middle ot the room and had pointed out 
to the reporter from whence the stones 
came when suddenly a pebble, the size of 
a hickory nut, dropped Irom the ceiling 
and tell, striking Mrs. Metzler on the arm 
Toe reporter w itnessed all this, and picked 
up the stone as it fell. fcvxin after this a 
neighbor came to the front door and in­ 
quired it anything more had transpired. 
The reporter walked to the door and was 
showing the stone which had just tell to 
the neighbor, when suddenly a larger peto­ 
pic, four times the size of the first one, 
struck the reporter on the shoulder and fell 
to in* ll mr. 
His companion saw the stone 
come through the- ceiling about a yard from 
where the other one had come from. Mr?. 
Metzler staled to the reporter that at night 
the stones fell with a whistling noise. She 
showed to the ti porter about twenty stones 
that had fallen during the foreman 


Take Care of the Horses. 
* 
The Illinois Humane Society, through 
aa appeal issued by their committee, make 
the following suggestions, which owners 
ol horses will serve their owulintcrests by 
attending to: 
1. Shoes—If horses are sharp shod id 
icy weather they will pull (larger loads to 
greater advantage. It is poor economy to 
neglect the proper shoeing af horses, which 
may thus be seriously injured, c— 
2. Blankets, etc —Horses ab'»u'.d be pro­ 
tected by blankets or water proof covers 
from rain or snow, while standing. The 
cost of a blanket is very small, and its use 
would repay the outlay many times. 
Any woolen or other protection placed 
under the pad or saddle, and extending 
back over the bins, will be found very use­ 
ful, as protecting a weak part of the ani­ 
mal. 
3. Clipping—The clipping of horses at 
this season is considered to be, at feast, im­ 
prudent, and by this society inhumane; 
owners are respectfully urged to allow the 
covering which nature has provided. 
4. Check reins—Work horses, if at all, 
should be checked very low; th *y can thus 
pull to gieater advantage, protect their 
eyes from rain cr snow, and are less liable 
to stumble or injure themselves. If will 
be noticed that the city railway companies 
have largely abandoned the use of check 
reins. 
•"». Bits—It is prudent to warm with the 
hands, or otherwise, b ti before placing 
them In the boise*’ mouth.

W hen a new spaper becomes a success It 
is really a great institution, to w hich the

the am ount of bones and brains w hich are 
ground to a fine pow der before the new s­ 
paper is established.

renders it so valuable. 
T he w earing toll, 
the ceaselesrauxiety aud the natural am ­ 
bition to be foremost in offering the news 
of the day are alm ost beyond com putation, 
and even w hen all 
that is accum ulated, 
the new spaper cannot succeed uuless there 
is a held for i t 
A n orator cannot obtain a 
great reputation if he is constrained to 
peak to an audience of four or five p er­ 
sons. So the effort to w edge in new spapers 
in 
cities 
and 
tow ns 
w here 
they 
are not wanted is th e prom inent cause of 
the failures in this line. 
It is estim ated 
that iu som e years $3,(MIC,OOO are sunk in 
the new spaper business in th e

T he P h il­ 
adelphia Tunes, esublished four years ago, 
supplied a w ant long felt in the com m uni­ 
ty tor an energetic Independent paper w ith 
Democratic proclivities, 
it is now said to 
tie on a paying basis. 
T he P hiladelphia 
Record is approaching its eighteenth b irth ­ 
day. 
it san k half a m illion dollars ^before 
in com ing self-sustaining, and it was only 
able to live by receiving the sh eriffs ad ­ 
vertisem ents. 
T he N ew Y ork Telegram 
a as started w ithin the last ten years, but 
it owes its success to the fact th a t it is an 
evening appendage.to the New Y ork H er­ 
ald. 
T h e iS t. Louis Journal, esublished 
tw o years ago by an experienced new spa­ 
per m an, is still alive. 
T he N ew Y ork 
G raphic bas sunk a great deal of m oney 
and is now said to 
be 
doing 
little 
m ore than paying expenses. W hat success 
it has achieved m ay be credited to Its pie* 
torial attractions. 
T he P ittsburg Leader, 
established a few years ago. is one o f the 
rare exceptions to the rule, and is doing a 
good business. 
The W ashington Post is 
m w paper and is losing m oney. T he C in­ 
cinnati E vening .Star and Boston H erald 
are also am ong the few hew candidates tor 
public favor th at have succeeded. 
The above list includes about all the 
d illy new spaper ventures th at have been 
made during the last tw enty year! in the 
larger cities of the Union and th at have 
m et with anything like success. 
It would

task, 
how ever, 
to 
count ail

dragged 
along a few days or m onths nod then 
laded, involving in heavy losses all who 
have invested in them . A new jo u rn al will 
very rarely succeed uuless it has a clear, 
open field before it, or is established in a 
small tow n w here it eau grow up w ith the 
population. 
T he lnsU nces w here a daily 
new spaper is started In a large city and 
survives the com petition of old esublished 
rivals are almost as rare as frosts lo June, 
w ti Re the scores that have been founded 
and failed, bankrupting all that invested in 
them , have m ade c a p iu ltats look upon new 
journalistic enterprises as undesirable in ­ 
vestm ents.
